The  State  of  New  Hampshire 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Kensington  in  the  County  of 
Rockingham  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Kensington 
on  Tuesday,  the  eighth  day  of  March,  next  at  10:00  of  the  clock  in  the 
forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  Ordinance  by 
the  Proposed  Amendments  to  Article  l6 

Amend  Article  l6  by: 

(a)  transferring  Section  7.3  ("No  filling,  excavation,")  to 
Section  2  and  calling  it  Section  2e. 

(b)  adding  to  Section  3.2  the  sentence:  "Section  13  and  Sect- 
ion 2  apply  to  all  pits,  to  become  effective  following  the 
passage  of  this  amendment" . 

(c)  adding  an  additional  Section  13  AS  FOLLOWS :"13.  Hazard- 
ous conditions.  If  earth-moving  operations  which  are  the 
subject  of  this  article  create  conditions  hazardous  to  pub- 
lic health  or  safety  as  judged  by  the  Selectmen  and  at  least 
one  qualified  specialist  the  selectmen  are  empowered  to  re- 
quire the  correction  of  the  hazardous  conditions.  They  shall 
give  written  notice  to  the  land  owner  or  operator  responsible, 
defining  precisely  the  hazard  and  the  corrective  steps  to  be 
taken  and  giving  a  reasonable  time  limit  for  their  comple- 
tion. If  the  required  work  has  not  been  done  by  the  expira- 
tion of  the  time  limit  the  offense  will  come  under  Article 

23  of  this  ordinance." 

3,  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  Ordinance  by  the 
Proposed  Amendment  to  Article  21 

Amend  Article  21  so  that  it  reads  in  its  entirety: 

Any  authorized  use  of  land  may  continue  in  its  present  use 
providing  it  does  not  create  conditions  hazardous  to  public 
health  or  safety  as  judged  by  the  selectmen  and  at  least 
one  qualified  specialist  as  specified  in  Article  l6:13, 

4,  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning  Ordinance  by 
adding  Article  28 

Add  Article  28  as  follows: 

To  guide  the  growth  of  the  town  in  a  manner  not  to  exceed  its 
capacity  for  providing  expanded  services  to  support  such  growth, 
the  following  restrictions  are  set: 
(a)  Building  permits  for  new  dwellings  will  be  limited  in  each 

calendar  year  to  two  building  lots  or  to  lots  occupying  15 

percent  of  the  parcel,  whichever  is  greater. 


A  building  permit  for  a.  new  dwelling  will  expire  one  year 
from  the  date  of  issue  if  above-ground  construction  has  not 
begun. 

(b)  All  parcels  are  defined  as  those  contiguous  areas  under  a 
single  ownership  as  shown  on  the  Kensington  tax  map  of 
April  1,  1976,  regardless  of  subsequent  division  or  combina- 
tion, 

(c)  Subdivision  plats  will  be  processed  and  approved  as  a  whole 
and  shall  be  marked  with  the  appropriate  limitations,  indicat- 
ing the  number  of  building  permits  to  be  issued  each  year  and 
the  locations  of  the  records  of  the  building  inspector. 

(d)  Mobile  home  permits  will  be  limited  to  one  permit  per  parcel, 

(e)  Permits  for  non-dwelling  construction  or  permits  for  expans- 
ion, alteration,  or  replacement  of  existing  buildings  will 
not  be  affected  by  this  article. 

(f )  This  article  will  be  in  effect  until  such  time  as  soils  maps 
become  available  for  subdivision  use  or  September  1,  1979f 
whichever  comes  first. 

5.  By  Petition  of  Paul  W.  Kimball  and  others,  being  registered  voters 
in  the  town  of  Kensington,  petition  a  change  in  the  Land  Use  Ord- 
inance for  the  town  of  Kensington. 

1.  In  Article  I6:  Paragraph  3.1  -  remove  the  word  "sod." 

2.  In  Article  I6:  Paragraph  k   -  delete  words  "but  not  sod 
farms"  from  the  last  sentence  of  this  paragraph. 

6.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  Town 
charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  of  the  same. 
The  Selectmen's  estimate  of  expenditures  for  the  ensuing  year  is 
$9^,925.26. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  wishes  to  allow  a  discount  on  taxes  paid 
within  30  or  60  days  after  presentation  of  tax  bills. 

8.  To  vote  on  the  basis  of  payment  and  the  amount  thereof  to  be 
paid  to  the  Tax  Collector  for  the  collection  o  f  taxes . 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  grant  the  Selectmen  authority  to  borrow 
money  in  anticipation  of  taxes, 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  Six  Thou- 
sand Seven  Hiondred  Seventy  Nine  Dollars  and  Thirty-one  cents 
($6,779.31)  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  to  be  transferred  to 
the  Capital  Reserve  Fund,  established  for  the  construction  of 

a  Town  Office  Building, 

11,  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Two 
Thousand  Dollars  ($2,000,00)  to  fence  the  Water-hole  located  on 
the  property  of  Patricia  Williams  and  Edith  Babkey,  also  to  in- 
stall a  fire  hydrant  on  the  Drinkwater  Road  near  the  Exeter  and 
Hampton  Electric  Light  Company, 


12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 

of  One  Thousand  Eight  Hundred  Dollars  ($1,800.00)  for  the  Town's 
participation  in  the  expense  of  the  Exeter  Area  Youth  Group 
HoTie. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Conservation  Gonun- 
ission  to  be  empowered  to  manage  the  Town  Land  (the  so  called 
Galdwell  Lot)  on  Moulton  Ridge;  to  maintain  said  land  in  its 
natural  state  for  the  people  of  Kensington. 

1^.  By  petition  of  Paul  W.  Kimlall  and  others  being  registered  vot- 
ers in  the  Town  of  Kensington  desire  that  the  Town  of  Kensington 
adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA  72:62  for  a  Solax  Energy  Systems  tax 
exemption  and  request  that  the  question  be  placed  on  the  warrant 
for  the  next  town  meeting  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
RSA  72:63. 

15.  By  petition  of  Mark  Brewer  and  others  to  see  if  the  Town  of 
Kensington,  will  accept  the  roads  named  Juniper  Lane  and  Hemlock 
Road,  of  the  development  Woodshire,  as  town  approved  roads. 

16.  By  petition  of  Margaret  Perry  and  others  to  see  if  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  Sixty-five 
($165.00)  to  reimburse,  in  part,  Rockingham  Ghild  and  Family 
Services  a  private,  non-profit  organization,  for  services  ren- 
dered to  nine  (9)  families  of  the  Towncf  Kensington  during  the 
1976  calendar  year.  These  families  used  23  number  of  units  of 
service  with  a  resulting  deficit  of  $7.00  per  unit.  We  there- 
fore request  $165. 00  to  be  used  for  current  operating  expense 

to  enable  Rockingham  Ghild  and  Family  Services  to  continue  pro- 
viding couseling  for  residents  of  the  Town  of  Kensington,  whether 
or  not,  said  residents  are  able  to  pay.

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  make  arrange- 
ments with  the  Rockingham  Gounty  Conservation  District  to  prepare 
a  soil  map  for  the  Town  of  Kensington. 

19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
Nine  Thousand  Dollars  ($9,000.00)  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of 
providing  public  disposal  facilities  for  the  depositing  of  gar- 
bage, refuse  and  putresible  materials,  and  further,  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  in  their  sole  discretion,  to  negotiate  with  land- 
owners or  other  towns  to  provide  such  facilities  for  the  Town 
for  the  future,  on  the  basis  of  a  contract  not  to  exceed  ten 
years  in  duration  at  an  annual  rate,  such  amount  to  be  included 
in  the  annual  Town  budget  during  the  term  of  such  contract.

Motion  by  J.  Clark  Jacobs  that  an  ovation  be  given  for  Mr,  and 
Mrs.  D.  Everett  Palmer  and  Harry  Steeves,  who  recently  retired  as 
Town  Clerk  and  Treasurer,  respectively.  Seconded  by  several.  Stand- 
ing ovation  then  ensued.  Selectmen,  Charles  Eastman  and  Frank 
Rosencrantz  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  assembly  that  the  Tax 
Maps  will  be  on  display.  Notices  will  be  sent  to  all  concerned,  as 
to  the  time  and  place  of  display,  also  that  a  representative  from  the 
Mapping  Company  will  be  available  to  answer  questions.  Also  brought 
before  the  assembly  was  the  question  about  the  Town  dump  and  open 
burning.  Charles  Eastman  informed  the  assembly  that  the  Town  of 
Kensington  had  received  an  extension  until  July  1,  1977  at  which 
time  it  was  hoped  that  a  new  site  would  have  been  selected.

The  circulation  figiire  shows  a  slight  increase  over  last  year  and 
now  that  the  building  expansion  project  is  virtually  completed  we 
hope  that  things  will  get  back  to  normal.  It  has  been  a  period  of 
confusion  and  chaos  much  of  the  time  during  the  last  few  years.  ¥e 
are  grateful  to  the  reading  public  for  their  understanding  and  for- 
bearance and  hope  to  be  able  to  meet  their  needs  more  efficently  in 
the  future.  This  year  has  been  a  year  of  constantly  moving  books  to 
new  locations  as  we  tried  to  reorganize  things  within  the  library. 

The  children's  room  was  completed  in  time  for  xis  to  move  in  by 
the  time  school  opened  in  September.  Once  we  combined  the  books  from 
the  school  and  our  own  children's  collection,  we  found  that  we  had 
little  room  to  spare  on  the  stacks.  As  a  result,  we  have  a  young 
adult  book  collection  upstairs  which  consists  of  books  suitable  for 
the  more  mature  readers  in  the  fifth  and  sixth  grades  as  well  as 
the  Junior  High  or  adults  who  want  light  reading  material.  This  col- 
lection has  been  placed  in  a  portion  of  the  former  adult  stack  room 
and  what  is  now  used  as  a  Reference  and  Reading  Room.  The  staff 
work  space  behind  the  adult  charging  desk  has  not  been  completed  as 
yet  but  plar^  are  in  progress  on  that  phase  and  we  hope  will  soon  be 
completed. 

449  books  were  added  to  our  collection  dxiring  1976.  3^5  were 
donations  from  generpijs  friends  and  104  were  purchased  with  Library 
funds.  We  still  have  some  gift  books  that  time  has  not  permitted 
us  to  get  processed,  so,  if  any  donor's  names  have  been  omitted 
from  the  following  list  by  next  year  we  hope  to  get  caught  up.  My 
records,  to  date,  show  the  following  donors  of  gift  books:  The 
Dillenbeck  Family,  Joanne  Cole,  Mary  Thomas,  Marian  Welch,  Judith 
Dionne,  Ann  Smith,  Edna  Jordan,  Dolly  Jacobs,  N.  H.  Bicentennial 
Commission,  Mary  Avery,  Mildred  Comfort,  Elaine  Tuttle,  Carl 
Rezendes,  Stanley  Underbill,  William  Grant,  Thomas  Powers,  Jeanne 
Fountain,  Carter  Wentworth,  Col.  Keatley,  Alex  W.  Moffat,  Sr., 
Katherine  Webster,  June  Armstrong  and  various  donors  of  paperback 
books  and  magazines.  The  cost  of  new  books  keeps  going  up  so  these 
gifts  help  us  keep  the  book  collection  growing  and  are  most  welcome. 

The  friends  of  Library,  under  the  leadership  of  Ann  Smith,  con- 
tinues to  make  many  contributions  to  the  Library.  Besides  the  ex- 
tra things  they  have  bought  for  the  Library  they  contribute  much 
in  volunteer  service.  A  book  mending  group  has  been  organized  and 
many  books  have  a  new  life  because  of  their  excellent  work.  Sue 
Dillenbeck,  Joanne  Cole  and  Marian  Welch  work  as  volunteers  in  the 
children's  room  during  class  visitations,  helping  check  books  in 
and  out.  Dolly  Jacobs  and  Ann  Smith  act  as  substitutes  when  the 
regulars  are  lanable  to  be  here. 
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We  could  not  manage  with  out  this  help  as  the  budget  did  not  allow 
for  staff  time  this  year.  Any  time  we  need  volunteer  help  for  any 
project,  the  Friends  always  come  through. 

The  new  Children's  room  is  being  used  four  mornings  a  week  by 
the  Elementary  School  for  special  classes.  On  Tuesday,  Wednesday 
and  Thursday  the  children's  room  is  used  from  1:15  to  3:00  for  class 
visitations  for  a  story  session  and  taking  out  books.  June  Armstrong, 
Sally  Head  and  I  rotate  between  the  adult  section  and  children's 
section.  This  way  we  are  each  familiar  with  all  phases  of  library 
duty.  On  Saturdays,  only  one  staff  member  is  on  duty  to  service  both 
floors.  This  makes  for  some  difficulty  if  you  have  children  and 
adults  in  need  of  help  at  the  same  time.  It  is  hoped  that  the  1977 
budget  will  allow  us  to  have  the  Children's  room  properly  staffed  at 
all  times. 

At  the  Annual  Spring  Meeting  of  the  New  Hampshire  Library  Council 
Marian  Welch  received  one  of  the  special  awards  given  to  a  person  who 
is  neither  a  trustee  or  a  librarian  but  who  has  contributed  extra 
effort  to  promote  good  lilxrary  service  within  the  commiinity.  Her 
award  was  given  for  her  excellent  work  in  fund  raising  while  she  was 
Chairman  of  the  Friends  of  the  Library,  her  leadership  qualities  in 
that  capacity,  her  work  as  a  member  of  the  building  committee  for 
the  Library  addition  and  for  her  many  hours  of  volunteer  service  to 
the  Library.  We  were  very  proud  of  you  Mari. 

It  would  be  almost  impossible  to  thank  everyone  who  has  been  of 
service  to  the  expansion  of  the  Library  personally.  I  wish  to  thank 
all  members  of  the  building  committee  for  the  hours  of  thought  and 
work  they  have  given.  Many  thanks  to  Stanley  Underbill  for  standing 
out  in  the  cold  directing  Mark  Kimball  in  the  building  of  the  re- 
taining walls  at  the  back  of  the  building  and  for  his  landscaping 
plans  and  plantings.  My  thanks  to  both  Boards  of  Library  Trustees 
for  their  work  and  interest.  And  particularly,  I  would  like  to 
thank  the  townspeople  who  use  the  Library  for  their  cheerful  accept- 
ance of  the  many  tiroes  we  were  in  complete  chaos  diiring  our  many 
moves  as  space  became  available.  We  hope  that  by  this  time  order 
will  prevail  at  all  times. 

To  my  faithful  staff,  June  Armstrong,  Sally  Head,  and  Priscilla 
Frescott,  my  sincere  thanks  for  your  many  hours  of  cheerful  assist- 
ance as  we  moved  books  and  materials  from  place  to  place  and  tried 
to  organize  things,  for  standing  behind  me  at  all  times  and  always 
being  willing  to  tackle  any  job  at  hand.

EXETER  AREA  VISITING  NURSE  ASSOCIATION,  INC. 

The  Exeter  Area  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  Inc.  is  a  Community 
Health  Service  providing  health  care  to  individuals  and  families 
in  their  place  of  residence  or  in  ambulatory  care  settings  for  pur- 
poses of  preventing  disease  and  promoting,  maintaining  or  restoring 
health  or  minimizing  the  effects  of  illness  or  disability. 

The  services  provided  by  the  Exeter  Area  Visiting  Nurse  Associa- 
tion are  as  follows. 

Home  Health  Care.  Home  visits  are  made  on  referral  from  physi- 
cians, patients,  families  or  other  agencies.  The  nurse  gives  treat- 
ments, assists  with  rehabilitation,  instructs  designated  persons  in 
necessary  care  between  nursing  visits,  teaches  good  nutrition  and 
understanding  of  specific  diets,  sickness  and  accident  prevention. 
She  provides  health  assessments,  motivates  patients  and  families 
to  self  care  and  independence  and  refers  when  appropriate  to  other 
agencies . 

The  physical  therapist  establishes  and  supervises  a  program  to 
return  the  patient  to  his  maximum  potential. 

The  Home  Health  Aide  provides  non-skilled  care  to  patients  and 
families  under  the  supervision  of  the  registered  nurse  or  physical 
therapist . 

Maternal  and  Child  Health  Program.  Home  visits  to  new  or  ex- 
pectant mothers  are  made  to  provide  information  and  instruction  in 
the  care  of  themselves  and  their  babies.  The  Child  Health  Confer- 
ence is  held  twice  a  month  providing  the  following  services :  physi- 
cals by  local  pediatrician,  immunizations,  hearing  and  vision 
screening,  lead  and  urine  testing,  PKU's  special  counseling,  family 
planning  and  referral  when  appropriate  for  infants  and  pre-school 
children  of  low  income  families. 
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Senior  Citizens  Program.  Blood  pressure  screening  held  twice  a 
month  for  blood  pressure  and  weight  checks,  diet  and  medication 
counseling  and  referrals. 

Aftercare  Program.  Follow-up  of  mental  health  patients  primarily 
those  recently  discharged  from  N.  H.  State  Hospital.  Coordination 
of  care  between  patients,  family,  psychiatrist  and  community,  admin- 
istration of  injectable  meds  and  supervision  of  oral  meds. 

Communicable  Disease  Program.  Home  visits  to  patients  with  Tuber- 
culosis or  patients  who  have  had  Tuberculosis  or  who  are  contacts  of 
patients  with  Tuberculosis  for  testing  and/or  medication  and  general 
health  supervision. 

Discharge  Planning.  Service  provided  by  placing  an  agency  nurse 
in  the  Exeter  Hospital  five  mornings  a  week  to  assist  in  planning, 
coordinating  and  arranging  for  continuing  care  at  home. 

The  Exeter  Area  Visiting  Nurse  Association  is  a  Medicare  and  Medi- 
caid certified  agency.

REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FIRE  CHIEF  AND  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

Since  its  beginning  in  1893 t  the  State  Forestry  Department  has 
recognized  the  fact  that  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  is 
a  joint  state  and  town  or  city  responsibility.   Local  authorities 
recommend  names  of  persons  to  the  State  Forester,  who  appoints  one 
person  as  town  or  city  fire  warden  and  several  other  persons  as 
town  or  city  deputy  fire  wardens  to  a  three  year  term. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  controls  the  kindling  of  all  out- 
side fires,  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow,  by  issuing  a 
written  permit  for  kindling  a  fire.  Permits  are  only  issued  at  such 
times  and  in  such  places  as  the  fire  warden  deems  as  safe. 

The  State  Forest  Fire  Service  trains  the  local  forest  fire  organ- 
ization in  modern  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression  tactics. 
The  State  also  provides  backup  personnel  and  equipment  for  suppress- 
ion and  prevention  activities. 

The  combination  of  State  and  local  forces  has  resulted  in  one 
of  the  smallest  acreage  loss  due  to  forest  fires  in  the  United 
States  for  the  past  20  years.

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PLANNING  BOARD  ANNUAL  REPORT 

Southern  New  Hampshire  is  the  only  large  area  in  New  England 
where  population  is  increasing  rapidly;  elsewhere  in  New  England 
it  is  essentially  stable.  Kensington  has  had  its  share  of  the  surge 
in  building  this  past  year,  and  like  many  towns  in  the  area  its  citi- 
zens have  begun  to  be  concerned  about  the  consequences  of  excessively 
rapid  growth.  The  38  new  houses  approved  this  year  mean  (based  on 
N.  H.  state  averages)  0.8  more  grade  school  rooms,  approximately  one 
more  teacher,  11,000  more  gallons  of  water  drawn  daily  from  the 
ground  and  70OO  gallons  of  waste  water  put  into  it,  over  2  tons 
more  trash  and  garbage  to  the  dump  weekly,  about  200  more  books  in 
the  town  library,  and  fractionally  greater  demands  on  out  foremen, 
policemen,  roads,  and  dwindling  open  space.  How  many  more  years  will 

it  take  to  alter  drastically  the  character  of  the  town and  its 

tax  rate? 

For  this  reason  the  Planning  Board  has  proposed  an  ordinance  to 
limit  the  rate  of  growth.  Prepared  with  the  help  and  advice  of  the 
Southeastern  New  Hampshire  Regional  Planning  Commission,  it  is  care- 
fully devised  to  have  the  least  possible  constraint  on  property 
owners'  freedom  of  action,  A  better  solution  can  be  based  on  the 
soils  map,  hopefully  available  in  two  years,  but  in  the  meanwhile 
we  hope  everyone  will  give  careful  thought  to  what  kind  of  a  town 
they  want  Kensington  to  be  ten  years  from  now  and  how  we  can  best 
guide  its  development  to  achieve  it.  And  we  hope  citizens  will 
communicate  their  thoughts  to  members  of  the  Planning  Board, 

What  we  do  now or  don't  do will  affect  Kensington  for  gene- 
rations to  come.

REPORT  OF  KEIBINGTON  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  COMMISSION 

1976  was  Kensington's  first  recent  year  of  participation  in  mos- 
quito control  activities.  At  the  request  of  several  townspeople 
and  following  an  affirmative  vote  at  town  meeting,  a  Town  Mosquito 
Control  District  was  formed.  A  modest  budget  was  appropriated  with 
a  small  portion  being  xised  to  purchase  a  portable  light  trap,  for 
measuring  the  relative  abundance  and  types  of  mosquitoes,  batteries 
for  the  light  trap,  and  a  text  on  mosquitoes.  A  news  release  was 
issued  and  the  light  trap  was  tested  at  two  sites.  Due  to  dry 
weather  and  possibly  the  mosquito  control  activities  of  other  towns 
in  the  salt  marshes  to  our  east,  local  mosquito  populations  were 
relatively  low  in  197^  with  very  few  comments  or  complaints  received 
by  our  Selectmen  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

Our  plans  for  1977  are  to  respond  to  any  public  complaints  or 
inquiries  by:  visiting  the  problem  areas;  sampling  and  identifying 
specimens;  conducting  local  breeding  site  surveys  if  warranted;  and 
making  recommendations  to  the  persons  directly  involved,  the  Select- 
men and  the  Town.  Kensington's  human  population  is  still  quite  low 
in  relation  to  its  total  acreage  making  any  widespread  mosquito  sur- 
veys or  control  activities  very  difficult  and  relatively  costly.

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KENSINGTON  REPORT  -  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SGHOOIS 

The  year  I976,  the  Bicentennial  Year,  has  now  passed.  I  feel  the 
student's  lives  have  been  enriched  by  the  various  activities  the 
school  was  involved  in  to  conuaemorate  this  year.  A  major  thread  run- 
ning through  the  history  of  American  education  has  been  a  concern  for 
students  as  individuals.  I  feel  Kensington  has  emphasized  this  great- 
ly in  the  school  programs. 

We  have,  and  we  will  continue  to  provide  a  solid  basic  education 
to  fulfill  the  needs  of  the  students.  As  students  progress  through 
our  schools  I  believe  we  want  to  strive  to  see  they  acquire  the 
skills  to  interact  compatibly  with  each  other,  to  become  economically 
sufficient,  to  use  communication  effectively,  and  to  take  civic  re- 
sponsibilities . 

If  the  student  is  to  survive  in  the  job  market  ahead  he  needs  these 
vital  skills.  I  also  feel  the  school  has  an  added  goal.  To  be  edu- 
cated means  also  to  accept  responsibility,  having  a  "value"  system 
which  strengthens  law  and  order,  human  relations,  uniqueness  of  the 
individual,  and  a  true  sense  of  moral  obligations. 

Kereington  has   had  its  share  of  problems  this  year,  but  I  believe 
we  have  faced  them  with  determination  not  to  let  the  academic  quality 
falter.  The  only  way  schools  can  operate  effectively  is  a  co-opera- 
tive spirit  between  all  concerned. 

I  am  pleased  we  have  Frank  Scala  as  the  new  principal  of  the  ele- 
mentary school.  He  has  adapted  well  to  the  school  and  I  aun  sure  you 
will  find  him  most  co-operative  and  concerned  about  the  education 
of  the  Kensington  pupils.  He  has  written  a  report  which  I  quote 
here. 

"The  Kensington  Elementary  School  has  undergone  a  tremendous 
shift  in  personnel  this  school  year  1 976-77.  A  new  fifth  grade  tea- 
cher Miss  Susan  Ryan,  Miss  Sally  Sprout  as  part  time  teacher  for 
grades  four,  five  and  six,  Mr.  Jim  Biron  as  physical  education  in- 
structor, Miss  Beth  Snoddy  as  art  teacher,  and  Mrs.  Judith  Friday 
as  grade  three  teacher  have  all  adapted  well  to  the  community.  The 
children  are  responding  well  to  their  enthusiasm. 

The  academic  areas  of  the  school  are  constantly  showing  growth 
as  teachers  leam  to  better  facilitate  the  continuoiis  progress  pro- 
grams. Also,  much  excitement  has  been  exhibited  towards  the  new 
social  studies  program. 

The  school  with  all  of  its  change,  was  further  saddened  by  the 
loss  of  Miss  Joanna  Irvine,  grade  three  teacher.  The  lack  of  her 
warmth  and  knowledge  will  certainly  leave  a  void  to  all  who  had  the 
opportunity  to  know  her. 

As  the  town  continues  to  grow,  there  is  a  growing  concern  for  the 
need  to  update  the  facility.  No  matter  what  the  outcome,  the  staff 
and  the  community  will  give  their  best  to  their  children." 

As  I  write  this  report  as  superintendent  of  schools  I  look  for- 
ward to  a  new  addition  to  the  school  so  that  we  may  better  educate 
the  children.  We  are  all  interested  in  producing  a  citizenry  that 
will  do  us  proud  in  the  twenty-first  cent^iry.  Please  help  me  in 
fulfilling  this  goal. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATOR 
Daniel  G.  Durgin 

Rising  prices,  increased  cost  for  services,  higher  utility  rates, 
inflation-none  of  us  is  unfajniliar  with  what  the  foregoing  represents. 

Unfortunately,  school  districts  are  no  less  subject  to  the  econo- 
mics of  our  society  than  are  we  as  individuals.  Because  just  as  we 
are  consumers,  so  too  is  a  school  district.  Being  a  consumer  of  goods 
and  services,  the  school  district  is  confronted  with  the  same  budge- 
tary pressures  as  is  every  family. 

The  impact  of  sharply  rising  costs  on  the  school  district  is  usu- 
ally dramatic  and  has  a  direct  effect  on  every  resident,  whether  pro- 
perty owner  or  renter.  Assuming  no  significant  increase  in  revenue 
from  state  sources,  the  property  tax  must  continue  to  beax  the  burden 
of  inflation.  Although,  this  is  a  most  serious  problem  for  everyone, 
some  communities  with  a  broader  tax  base  (taxable  property  which  in- 
cludes not  only  residences  but  significant  non-residential  property 
as  well)  are  better  able  to  cope  with  the  problem  than  others.  It 
is  the  small  community  comprised  of  mainly  modest  residential  pro- 
perty that  gives  one  particular  cause  for  concern. 

Typically,  the  small  school  district,  such  as  Bast  Kingston, 
Newfields  or  Kensington,  has  an  equalized  valuation  (the  dollar 
amount  of  taxable  property  assessed  at  total  value  or  100^)  of  under 
$20,000,000.  A  district  with  an  equalized  valuation  of  $12,000,000 
for  example,  would  have  to  raise  its  tax  rate  the  equivalent  of 
$1.00  for  each  $12,000  of  increased  expenditure.  In  other  words, 
adding  an  amount  of  money  equal  to  a  little  more  than  an  experienced 
teacher's  salary  to  the  school  budget  would  add  $1.00  to  the  tax 
rate. 

Salary  increases  to  staff  have  a  significant  effect  on  the  school 
budget.  Although  the  size  of  the  increase  is  important,  it  is  also 
important  to  note  the  number  of  staff  members  covered  by  the  in- 
crease. For  example,  a  (sfo   increase  granted  to  all  Exeter  staff 
would  increase  the  budget  by  approximately  $l60,000  equivalent  to 
$1.25  on  the  tax  rate  based  on  current  valuation.  Add  to  that  an- 
other fi^  for  social  security  and  retirement  which  are  tied  directly 
to  salary  and  we  have  an  additional  $12,80C. 

So  a  hypothetical  increase  of  6^,  which  is  not  an  uncommon  occ\ir- 
ance  today  in  the  public  or  private  sector,  raises  expenditiures  by 
$172,800  before  consideration  of  textbooks,  fuel  oil,  utilities, 
equipment,  insurance  and  the  many  other  items  that  make  up  the  total 
school  budget.  It  is  this  kind  of  situation  that  confronts  every 
school  board  and  administrator. 

While  salaries  rise  in  response  to  pressures  brought  about  by 
inflation,  costs  of  other  goods  and  services  necessary  to  the  opera- 
tion of  the  school  district  increase  at  what  often  is  a  more  rapid 
rate. 

We  are  all  familiar  with  what  has  happened  in  the  past  four 
years  to  the  price  of  fuel  oil.  In  1973-7^»  the  total  sunount  budg- 
eted for  fuel  oil  in  the  six  towns  of  S.U.#l6  was  $32,^50.  For 
1977-78,  a  total  of  $77,336  has  been  budgeted  or  a  138^  increase. 
Fuel  costs  over  the  same  period  have  climbed  approximately  1^1%. 
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Although  fuel  is  an  extreme  example,  increases  in  virtually  every 
other  expenditure  area  can  be  cited.  Even  something  as  subtle  as  in- 
creased values  of  school  buildings  leads  to  increased  expenses  due  to 
the  need  to  raise  insurance  coverage  to  keep  pace  with  higher  replace- 
ment costs. 

Coping  with  the  problems  of  our  economy  is  not  an  easy  nor  a  plea- 
sant tsisk.  Among  other  things,  it  requires  careful  planning,  manage- 
ment based  on  accurate  information  and,  above  all,  restraint.

Use  delayed  opening  for  storm  days  whenever  possible,  otherwise  hold

Delayed  Opening  -  Announcements  and/or  local  fire  whistles  by  7  A.M. 
indicates  a  delayed  opening  -  buses  will  start  runs  two  hours  later 
than  usual.  If  weather  is  still  bad  -  announcement  and/or  fire  whistle 
by  8:45  A.M.  will  mean  no  school  for  the  day. 
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SCHOOL  BUS  RULES 

1.  A  pupil  shall  enter  the  bus,  sit  down,  and  remain  seated  until 
the  bus  stops  at  his  destination.  The  driver  may  assign  defin- 
ite seats  to  students  if  it  is  felt  necessary. 

2.  A  pupil  shall  enter  and  leave  the  bus  by  the  front  door,  except 
in  an  emergency.  Pupils  nay  not  reboatd  the  bus  if  they  leave. 
There  will  be  no  stops  to  procure  food,  mail,  etc. 

3.  There  shall  be  no  smoking  on  the  bus. 

^.  Any  pupil  whose  conduct  endangers  the  physical  or  moral  safety 
of  the  others  may  lose  his  privilege  of  riding  on  the  bus.  This 
includes  throwing  anything  on  the  bus  or  through  the  window,  and 
keeping  aisles  free  from  boots,  lunch  boxes,  and  other  objects. 
Fighting  and  fooling  on  the  bus  will  not  be  tolerated. 

5.  Pupils  who  must  cross  the  road  after  leaving  the  bus  should 
cross  in  front  of  the  bus  and  on  signal  of  the  driver. 

6.  Pupils  at  home  must  be  ready  to  take  the  bis  when  it  arrives. 
Drivers  will  not  ordinarily  wait  for  pupils  who  are  not  ready. 

7.  The  bus  driver  should  report  the  names  of  students  who  violate 
bus  regulations  to  the  Principal  concerned.  Bus  driver,  however, 
should  disembark  the  student  at  his  regular  stop.  A  student 
reported  for  a  violation  is  subject  to  suspension  from  the  bus 
and/or  school  at  the  discretion  of  the  school  Principal. 

A.  Depending  on  the  situation,  the  Principal  and/or  Assistant 
Principal  may: 

(1)  Discuss  the  incident  with  the  student  and  warn  him  of 
the  consequences  of  any  further  offenses, 

(2)  phone  and/or  write  the  parents  of  the  student,  inform- 
ing them  of  the  incident  and  possible  future  loss  of  bus 
privileges. 

(3)  Remove  the  student  from  the  bus  for  a  period  up  to  five 
days  and  inform  the  student's  parents  by  letter  (copy  to 
Superintendent  of  Schools  and  notification  of  School  Board 
by  phone).  Suspension,  however,  shall  not  begin  until  the 
next  school  day  following  the  day  of  notification  of 
suspension  is  sent  to  the  pupil's  parent  or  legal  guardian, 

(4)  The  parent  or  guardian  of  a  pupil  who  has  been  denied 
the  right  to  ride  a  school  bus  for  disciplinary  reasons  may 
appeal  within  ten  days  of  suspension  to  the  authority  that 
suspended  the  pupil's  right. 

(5)  Until  the  appeal  is  heard  or,  if  the  suspension  of  the 
student's  right  to  ride  the  school  bus  is  upheld,  it  shall 
be  the  parent's  or  guardian's  responsibility  to  provide 
transportation  to  and  from  school  for  that  pupil  for  the 
period  of  suspension. 

B.  If  a  student  becomes  involved  in  another  bus  offense  after 
having  been  once  removed  from  the  bus,  the  principal  and/or 
Assistant  Principal  may  remove  the  student  for  a  period  up 
to  twenty  school  days.  Any  suspension  which  lasts  beyond 
twenty  school  days  must  be  approved  by  the  School  Board. 

G.  Any  subsequent  offenses  by  a  student  will  result  in  his 
prompt  removal  from  the  bus  and  referral  of  the  Tiatter  to 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and/or  School  Board  with  the 
expectation  that  bus  privileges  may  be  lost  for  the  remain- 
der of  the  school  year, 
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Only  those  children  eligible  to  ride  school  buses  are  to  do  so, 
and  they  are  to  ride  only  on  their  assigned  buses. 
There  shall  be  no  exceptions  for  school  children  ineligible  for 
transportation  unless  a  doctor's  statement  shows  medical  need  for 
transportation . 
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RECORD  OF  THE  1976  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  MEETING 
KENSINGTON,  N.  H.  -  MARCH  1,  1976 

The  Annual  School  District  Meeting  was  called  to  order  "by  the 
Moderator,  Horace  Gourley,  at  7:35  P.M.,  who  then  read  the  warrant.

To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School 
Board  and  Truant  Officer  and  fix  the  compensation  of  any  other  offi- 
cers or  agents  of  the  School  District. 

Gordon  Swift  moved  that  the  salaries  remain  the  same.  The  motion 
was  seconded  by  Lillian  Plourde.  The  vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  2.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees  or 
officers  heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  relative  thereto. 

Charles  Eastman  moved  to  pass  over  Article  2.  The  motion  was 
seconded  by  Gordon  Swift.  The  vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  3.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  authorize  sepa- 
rate transportation  for  elementary  school  pupils  and  to  raise  ajid 
appropriate  the  sum  of  Four  Thousand  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($^,500.00) 
for  this  purpose. 

Ifeiry  Ganelin  moved  to  adopt  Article  3.  The  motion  was  seconded  by 
Clark  Jacobs.  Paula  Singer  questioned  how  much  extra  time  would  be 
involved  in  the  pupils  arrival  home.  School  Board  Chairman  Richaxd 
Drew  explained  it  would  be  a  matter  of  fifteen  minutes.  Sandra 
Gavutis  and  George  Gavutis  expressed  their  views  for  Article  3.  The 
vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 

ARTICLE  k.     To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  School  District  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  pay- 
ments of  salaries  for  School  District  officials  and  agents  for  the 
statutory  obligations  of  the  District. 

Richard  Drew  moved  to  accept  Article  k  and  raise  amd  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $3^»568.00  for  the  support  of  the  schools.

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INFORMATION  FOR  KENSINGTON  RESIDENTS 

LICENSING  OF  DOGS 
Each  owner  of  a  dog  3  months  old  or  over  must  register  the 
dog  with  the  Town  Clerk,  before  May  1st.  Each  dog  over  3  months 
must  have  received  a  "rabies  vaccination  "  certificate  of  vaccination 
to  be  presented  to  the  Town  Clerk  at  time  of  licensing.   Each  dog 
must  wear  a  collar  around  its  neck;  attached  to  said  collar  a  metal 
tag  distinctly  marked  with  its  register  number. 

License  fees  are  as  follows:   Male  and  spayed  female  -  $2.00; 
female  -  $5.00.   Kennel  licenses  are  available  for  owners  of  5  or 
more  dogs;  $1.00  penalty  if  not  paid  by  June  1st. 

DISPOSAL  AREA  REGULATIONS 

The  operating  days  and  hours  of  Kensington  Town  Dump 
are  from  8  A.M.  to  5  P.M.   Saturday  and  8  A.M.  to  12  P.M.  Sun- 
day. The  Dump  is  for  Kensington  residents  only.  Dead  animals 
or  fowl  must  not  be  brought  to  the  Dump.  No  fires  will  be  set 
at  the  Dump  by  anyone  but  the  custodian  of  the  Dump.  Any- 
one setting  fires  other  than  the  custodian  will  be  dealt  with 
severely. 

JUNK  CAR  REGULATIONS 
A  recent  New  Hampshire  Statute  requires  anyone  with  two 
or  more  unregistered  or  old  cars  no  longer  intended  or  in  con- 
dition for  legal  use  on  highways  or  used  auto  parts  equal  in  bulk 
to  two  vehicles  must  obtain  a  license  or  be  subject  to  a  $10  a 
day  fine  and  a  mandatory  injunction  to  end  the  violation  by 
the  selectmen  or  city  council.  New  and  used  car  dealers  regis- 
tered as  such  are  not  considered  auto  junk  dealers  but  must 
remove  any  junk  cars  from  their  premises  within  160  days.
